AVING endeavoured—in the /J/rish 


H Times of the 6th instant—to forecast 
| certain revolutionary reactious of the 
Local Government Bill, and of its interdepen- 
dent Public Assistance and County Manage- 
ment Acts, on local administration in the 
City and County of Dublin, the conclusion 
was reached that some new type of local 
organisation will be required to counter- 
ar the concentration of administrative 
functions in the office of a single City and 
County Manager. As one such means of 
iving expression to local requirements 
thereby of preserving the interest of citizens 
in EC hm i government): it was suggested 
that local committees, founded on the road 
principles laid down by Muintir na Tire—and 
recognised in certain provisions of the Local 
Government Bill—might provide the necessary 
counterweight. In that connection it was 
urged that means to stimulate local interest 
in civic affairs would be desirable in 
either of two events. Should, as seems 
to be highly probable, the Government later 
decide to give effect to the principles 
of the Greater Dublin Tribunal’s report—by 
constituting a single representative uthority 
for the city and county—the need to organise 
local interests and energies may be taken for 
granted. Alternatively, should the composite 
plan of the Assistance, the Managament and 
the Local Government Bills (providing for 
unified management and the maintenance of 
existing local representative bodies) continue 
to operate; the need for local voluntary or- 
ganisations would be not less pronounced: 

When the Public Assistance Bill was intro- 
duced last year the /rish Times drew atten- 
tion to the important fact that, while creat- 
ing county-wide Assistance Boards, the bill 
provided for the delegation of their functions 
to local committees. Later, when the Local 
Government Bill appeared early this year, 
attention was directed to its. analogous provi- 
sions under which county councils were 
authorised to delegate duties to '' approved 
local councils.’’ 

Whether such local committees were in- 
tended to be separate or identical bodies then 
remained in doubt. The prevalent view in 
official circles was that they were designed 
to discharge quite separate and independent 
duties—one body being responsible to the 
County Council and the other to the County 
Board of Assistance. 


MINISTER’S CONFIRMATION 


Such doubts no longer exist. In course of 
the second reading stage of the Local Govern- 
ment Bill—on the 27th ultimo—the Minister 
for Local Government confirmed the /rish 
Times view that such local—or parish— 
councils as may be officially recognised would 
be expected to meet the requirements both 
of County Councils and of Assistance Boards. 

Taken together with the provisions of the 
Local Government Bill, that announcement 
opens up a very wide field for organised local 
activities. It was of such importance as to 
warrant textual reproduction, as follows, 
from the official report of ‘‘ Parliamentary 
Debates”’ :— 

“Since this (Local Government) was in- 
troduced last May there has been @ 
notable development of voluntary local 
councils, or, as they are called, parish 
councils, .... These local councils have 
no formal connection with existing 
statutory bodies, but that does not 
mean that they cannot help statutory 
bodies in carrying out their functions. 
When the Public Assistance Act of last 
year was under discussion in this House 
it was pointed out that. the public assist- 
ance authority could, in the administra- 
tion of public assistance, set up local 
committees to 
tion with their functions in any locality. 
. . . But this, of course, is merely one 
field in which parish councils will pro- 

bably fulfil a useful function in future. 
. . » A parish council cannot fail to be 
of great advantage, particularly in rural 


areas.'' 
Thus local—or parish—councils to he 
approved by, and receive financial support 


from, county councils, as well as from assist- 
ance boards, are clearly designed to become 
eligible for the discharge of a very wide 
range of duties in connection with local 
administration. 


* VOLUNTARY ”’ 


Yet it seems to be equally clear from the 
Minister’s statement and from the fact that 
Muintir na Tire has publicly welcomed the 
relevant provisions of the Local Government 
Bill, that such councils are to be regarded as 
voluntary, and non-elective, bodies to be 
primarily concerned (vide Sections 69 and 70 
of the L.G. Bill) ‘‘to further the general 
social and economic interests of inhabitants ”' 
by organising '' public and other meetings, 
lectures, exhibitions, general recreation, or 
other similar social’’ events; and as con- 
tingent duties (vide Section 71) to exercise 
such administrative powers and duties, as 
“in the opinion of the County Council would 
be better regulated or managed by or through 
such approved local council.”’ 

As the main purpose of this contribution 
is to consider possible applications of such 
methods to the widely varying conditions 
which prevail within the metropolitan area 
of Dublin, their possible reactions on local 
administration in other urban and rural areas 
may be reserved for comment on other 
occasions. But, whether applied in 
Dublin or- elsewhere, it seems to be 
inevitable either that parish, or ‘‘ approved 
local,’’ Councils are destined to play increas- 
ingly important parts in the whole sphere of 
local government, or that—lacking statutory 
powers and rights to impose local taxation— 
they will only come into existence and func- 
tion where liberal voluntary effort and finan- 
cial support are forthcomimg. 


METROPOLITAN 
CONDITIONS 


If we now consider the possible relationshi 
of such voluntary, but publicly sup sted, 
bodies to conditions in the City and County 
of Dublin, and to local government bodies 
within that area, it at once becomes obvious 
that principles and methods which may suc- 
cessfully be applied elsewhere are unlikely to 
yield satisfactory results as applied to. a 
community which includes a sixth part of the 
country’s population; which at one extreme 
contains densely populated city parishes, and, 
at the other extreme, sparsely-peopled agri- 
cultural districts. At the centre a parish 
which. includes Grafton street. At the 
“ma parishes which extend over Dublin 

ountains and the farming communities 
which lie along the borders of Meath and 
Kildare. 


FOUR TYPES OF PARISH 

First, let us consider the widely-contrasted 
conditions that prevail within the boundaries 
of the present city and its surrounding 
residential suburbs. In one group of parishes 
there lie localities like Merrion square, 
Stephen’s Green, Mountjoy square, and their 
thickly-populated commercial and residential

surroundings. In another group such intra- 
urban communities as those of Dun 
Laoghaire, Rathmines, Inchicore, Crumlin, 


Cabra, Drumcondra and Clontarf, all with 
vaguely-defined boundaries and embracing 
many parish areas. Further from the centre, 
and less intimately bound up with the city’s 
life and activities, we have what may be 
described as the extra-urban communities of 
Howth, of Malahide, of Swords, of Lucan, of 
Rathfarnham, of Dundrum, of Dalkey and of 
other centres with fairly well-defined parish 
boundaries and local outlooks. 

Thus there are at least four fairly distinct 
groups and types of local, or parish, com- 
munities, all of whom may be presumed to 
desire organised self-expression in the con- 
duct of local adzhinistration, and many of 
whom—in response to the Government’s re- 
quest—have already formed emergency parish 
councils which are more or less associated 
with the permanent principles and programme 
of Muintir-na-Tire.

FATHER’S EVIDENCE 


Mr. Joseph Casey, Oghill, Drumlish, give 
evidence of identification of the body as that 
of his son, 24 years of age, and unmarried.

The Coroner said that he could only dea! 
with the evidence of identification, evidence of 
the date of death, and medical evidence as 
to the direct cause of death.

Lieutenant Dr. Sean O'Byrne said that 
Casey was admitted to the general military 
hospital, Curragh Camp, at 11.15 p.m, on 
Monday last. e described his wounds, and 
said that, while his condition was fair on 
admission, he rapidly became worse from 
internal bleeding. He had all possible medi- 
eal attention, but about 1.15 he had asevere 
haemorrhage from which he did not rally, 
and he died about 2 o'clock, Death was due 
to shock and haemorrhage following a gun- 
shot. wound in the chest. 

The Coroner then returned the verdict.

Their shadow pictures will be shown on the 
screen as they move to and fro in the water; 
lantern slides also will help: to illustrate 
their activities and wars, in which animals’ 
camouflage and protective colouration are of 
great importance. Of especial interest are 
the resistance of seashore animals to the 
force of wave action, their food chains and 
displays of their skill in housebuilding. 

On January 2 the Rev. L. Millar will take 
his andience back through the days of Long 
John Silver to the activities of pirates in 
Greek and North African waters. He will 
tell of the influence of piracy on European 
States from the 15th to the 18th century, of 
buccaneers on the American coast and the 
effect of their activity on trade and colonisa- 
tion, and of famous pirate treasures, includ- 
ing those of Cocos Island and Trinidad. 

How many city dwellers have seena badger 
or a corncrake? On January 6 two half- 
hour nature talks by Mr. T. 0. Ruttledge 
and Lieutenant A. G. Mason will introduce 
these shy creatures. Mr. Ruttledge will 
show and describs a badger “sett,” as their 
underground home is called: cubs will be 
seen at play, the photographs having been 
taken by flashlight in Counts Dublin. 
Lieutenant Mason will teach his audience the 

call’’ with which the corncrake “song” can 
be imitated and the bird lured almost within 
reach of the hand. Bird territory and the 
meaning of bird-song will be studied.

It had been submitted on behalf of Mr. 
McEneany that the trial judge was wrong 
in law and in fact in holding that the rule 
was binding on Mr. McEneany so as to 
deprive him of the increments to which he 
would have been entitled but for the provi- 
sions of the rule; in holding that the Minister 
had power without Mr. McEneany’s consent 
to alter the rules and regulations for national 
schools in such a manner as adversely to 
affect Mr. McEneany’s pre-existing right to 
increments; and in holding that Mr. 
McEneany had signed his contract on the 
understanding that the existing code might 


from time to time be altered. 


TRIAL JUDGE'S DECISION 


The trial judge in his judgment had held 


that the action was misconceived. Mr. 


McEneany, he said, had known of the rule 
in question wheu he signed contracts in 1934 
and 1937. He had no reason to suppose that 


there was anything peculiar in Mr. 


McEneany’s contracts with regard to the 
‘right to increments. Mr. McEmeany’s evi- 
dence was that each of his contracts in 
reference to his present school, entered into in 


1928, 1934 and 1937, stipulated that his salary 
and emoluments should be those = in 


accordance with -rules and regulations of 


national schools. 
The argument on Mr. McEneany’s behalf, 


continued the trial judge, was that under his 


contracts, and also, as he gathered, by virtue 
of his long and continuous service, he enjoyed 


an untouchable privilege described as a vested 


right to the payment of annual increments, 


subject only to continued efficiency, and that 
the Minister’s rule wrongly interfered with 


that vested right. In his opinion, Mr. 


McEneany’s indefeasible right in the matter 


of increments could not be put higher.than 
a right to receive his increments in accord- 
ance with the general rules and regulations 
for the time being in force, and Mr. 
McEneany signed his contracts on the under- 
standing that the existing code might from 
time to time be. altered by the competent 


authority. 


THE JUDGMENT: 


The Chief Justice said that he had read the 
judgment which was about to be read by Mr. 
Justice Murnaghan. He agreed with it, and 
had nothing to add to it. . 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan, in the course of his 
judgment, said that the case was of import- 
ance to teachers, inasmuch as they must 
recognise a power in the Department to make 
general reduction of pay as the necessities 
of the time might require ; but, in his opinion, 
they were protected against changes which 
depended upon new qualifications for the in- 
dividual teacher.. The Department was not, 
in the case of teachers appointed under one 
set of rules, entitled to modify those rules to 
the detriment of individual teachers who 
might not come up to special standards 
desired from time to time. The object of 
the Department to promote the use of the 
Irish language was laudable, and was the 
avowed policy of the State. But the methods 
taken to promote that object must not be 
contrary to the rules of law. The principle in 
question would equally be applicable if the 
Department sought to insist on special quali- 
fications which had not the same meritorious 
foundation. In his opinion, the appeal should 
be allowed. : 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that he entirely 
agreed with the judgment of Mr. Justice 
Murnaghan, and for the reasons given by 
him. i pig 
Mr. Justice Geoghegan, in his judgment, 
said that, in his opinion, the respective agree- 
ments of 1928, 1934 and 1957 were, as & 
matter of law, new contracts of employment.

THERE ARE MANY OTHER? 
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A Dramatic Dejeuner 

While public attention throughout the 
world has been centred on the progress of 
the war in the Western Desert, interesting 
rumours have been coming from Vichy. 
The censorship that has been imposed by 
the French authorities is. so strict that 
even the most, highly practised American 
journalists have been unable to evade it. 
During recent months Vichy has been 
almost as remote from the rest of Europe 
as Lhasa, and most of the reports that 
have come from the French seat of govern- 
ment have been treated with the utmost 
reserve. Now Vichy is in the news again ; 
but on this occasion also reports are cqn- 
flicting and untrustworthy. Something 
strange is happening in .unoccupied 
France; for the moment the outsider only 
can ghess at its nature. Last Friday 
Marshal Pétain decided to get rid of 
Monsieur Pierre Laval, Vice-Premier and 
Foreign Minister of France, who had been 
designated by the Constitution as Marsha] 
Pétain’s successor as Chef d’Etat. The 
old Marshal conveyed his decision to the 
French people in a laconic broadcast, 
merely announcing the fact of Monsieur 
Laval’s supercession, and informing the 
public that Monsieur Etienne Flandin 
had been entrusted with the portfolio for 
Foreign Affairs. He added that the 
change would have no effect on Franco- 
German relations. Since that time Europe 
and the United States have been buzzing 
with rumours of all kinds. Some American 
correspondents’ declared roundly that 
Monsieur Laval had been placed under 
arrest; others asserted that he had been 
ordered to remain under observation in 
his chateau some twenty miles from 
Vichy. Nobody has been able to account 
satisfactorily for Marshal Pétain’s action, 
although every conceivable reason has been 
canvassed. According to one story, 
Monsieur Laval was dismissed because, 
since the recent developments in Albania 
and the Western Desert, public opinion 
in France has begun to resent. his pro- 
Italian tendencies. In point of fact, there 
is no reason to believe that this explana- 
tion is more feasible ‘than. a dozen 
others that have been propounded. The 
hand of the French censorship has fallen 
heavily on all telegrams from Vichy, and 
the various diplomatic correspondents have 
been at their wits’ end to manufacture 
a plausible story. All that they can say 
for certain is that Mohsieur Pierre Laval, 
hitherto regarded as Marshal. Pétain’s 
dme damnée, was dismissed from all his 
offices last Friday ; that Monsieur Flandin, 
who at one time was a pronounced Anglo 
phile, was appointed in his stead, and that 
most impartial observers took the view 
that the change was almost entirely a 
matter of domestic concern. for the French 
people. 
Within the last twenty-four hours 
events in France have taken an unexpected 
turn. | Yesterday it was announced that 
Herr Otto Abetz*had arrived suddenly in 
Vichy. Herr Abetz, -who was expelled 


from. France by Monsieur Daladier, now 


has become a kind of ambassador, and 
it is he who has been carrying on most 
of the recent negotiations with Monsieur 
Laval and other representatives of the 
French Government. He arrived in Vichy 
yesterday in full uniform, and accom- 
panied “by three car loads of German 
soldiers, armed with automatic rifles. He 
was closeted for three and a half hours 
with Marshal Pétain in the latter's 
residence at the Pavilion Sévigné; and 
when the conference was over they both 
had luncheon in the Hotel du Parc. To 
everybody’s surprise, they are reported 
to have been joined at the luncheon 
table by Monsieur Laval, who had 
been fétched from his chdteau by 
one of Marshal Pétain’s aides-de-camp 
for the occasion. Monsieur Flandin, the 
new Foreign Minister, was prevented from 


attendance by a sudden attack of influenza. 


Other guests at. the Hotel du Parc 


were Monsieur. Baudouin, Admiral 
Darlan and General Huntziger; but 
the matters which were discussed 


remain a close secret. After the meal, 
Herr Abetz took his leave, and presumably 
returned to Paris. . The most remarkable 
feature of this rencontre was the dramatio 
reappearance of Monsieur Laval. In the 
course of a stormy political career this 
talented .Auvergnat has had many 
reverses ; but invariably he has come back 
smiling, with his well-oiled hair and his 
white silk tie. Does yesterday’s luncheon 
party portend yet another political 
resurrection? For the moment nobody 
can answer this question, except, possibly, 
Monsieur Laval himself. All sorts of 
theories have been advanced regarding the 
Vichy meeting. When Monsieur Laval 
was dismissed Marshal Pétain sent a 
message to Herr Hitler, presumably 
explaining the reasons that had impelled 
him to make the change. It must be 
remembered that there has not yet been 
a formal peace between France. and 
Germany, and that, pending the con- 
clusion of a treaty, France remains at the 
complete mercy of her conquerors. Some of 
the French leaders, apparently, are anxious 
to secure a formal peace as soon as pos. 
sible, on the ground that Italy’s recent 
experiences in the field may bring about 
a modification in her territorial demands 
on.France, and that Herr Hitler may be 
inclined to support. the» French case 
against Signor Mussolini. If: this theory 
be. accurate,. one can understand the 
French Government’s anxiety to keep on 
the best ‘possible terms with Herr Hitler ; 
and it is quite possible that Herr Abetz’s 
visit to Vichy was at the invitation of 
Marshal Pétain, who wished to explain 
to him in Monsieur Laval’s presence the 
causes of last Friday’s decision. It is 
quite natural that Herr Hitler should 
insist on full information regarding every- 
thing that happens at: Vichy. After all, 
Germany has won the campaign against 
France; and vae victis is a generally 


recognised principle of war.. 


.+ Linen in Wartime

 unemployed—remains dreadfully high—as 
high, probably, as at any time in. the 
State’s history. There has been general 
agreement that Northern Ireland, though 
a-fairly industrialised area and capable 
of turning her hand to most kinds of 
work, has not been receiving her fair share 
of “war contracts’? from the British 
/Government, and complaints on this score 
| have been frequent not only among Labour 
and Nationalist members of Stormont, but 
also among the Government’s ardent sup- 
porters. Some time ago the Government, 
deferring to these murmurs, set up a 
Select Committee of the House of Commoner 
to investigate the problem of unemploy- 
ment, and this committee has produced 
an interim report. It pays special atten- 
tion to the linen industry, on which so 
much of the State’s prosperity is founded. 
This industry, for various reasons, has 
suffered severely. It has been in urgent 
need of flax, the raw material of linen, 
ever since Soviet Russia, the chief source 
of flax supply, decided that her crops 
could be put to better use elsewhere. To 
some extent the deficiency has been 
repaired by the farmers of the six 
counties, who have been guaranteed a 
price for flax and have responded with the 
planting of some 40,000 additional acres; 
but, as the committee observes, it has been 
impossible to deal with this increased 
acreage, because the necessary plant and 
facilities are not available 
and facilities wero abundant, the industry 
still is faced with trouble. Last September 
the Board of Trade ordained that only a 
quarter of the linen piece goods produced 
in the United Kingdom should be for 
home consumption. The idea was to 
release Jabour for work on munitions. In 
fact, what happened was that the linen 
workers of Northern Ireland lost their 
jobs, and, since munitions work did not 
‘exist, they could obtain no other employ- 
ment. 

What can be done? In the first place, 
the committee urges that linen shall be 
treated, at least, as fairly as cotton 
goods—in other words, that the industry 
shall be permitted to sell a larger share 
of its production on the home market. 
There are certain types of linen goods 
which are not in demand either by the 
British Government or by the—now some- 
what nebulous—export market: let these 
types, it says, be released for sale at home. 
In the next place, the committee calls 
upon Mr. Andrews’s Government to press 
for greater kindness on the part of the 
British Government. It points out that, 
while flax factories to the value of 
£600,000 have been erected in England 
by the Government, Northern Ireland has 
benefited, in one way or another, by no 
more than £24,000—which, in the report’s 
words, does “not impress us as a fair 
or satisfactory deal.’’ It requires, next, 
that a greater effort shall be made ta 
obtain contracts, especially for the 
making-up trades, and points out that, 
since many of the firms that are engaged 
in this work employ female labour, they 
cannot be registered on the King’s 
National Roll, and so are ineligible for 
Government contracts. The need of work 
evidently is very great. The hem-stitching 
and embroidery trade employed 8,500 
workers at the outbreak of war; they now 
employ just over 5,000, and dismissals are 
taking place every week. Bleachers, dyers 
and finishers who formerly employed about 
4,000 people are now almost at a stand- 
still. The committee demands that some- 
thing shall be done quickly, ‘‘ not only to 
reduce the present unemployment, but to 
prevent more unemployment in the trades 
so seriously affected.” It believes that the 
British Government can be induced to 
help, but that first the needs of Northern 
Ireland must be explained with all pessible 
clarity. If a note of bitterness intrudes 
when the report points out that British 
firms are werking overtime on certain 
classes of goods while Northern firms that 
are able to do the same work stand idle, 
who can be surprised ?

Mr. Sean Keating recently gave a 
lecture at a reunion of friends of the late 
McEgan. He said that there was not 
enough art in Ireland to justify a talk on 
“Art in Ireland,” and decided, therefore, 
to call his lecture ‘‘Art and Cant.’’ This 
statement seems to be a trifle too 
sweeping. Certainly sufficient interest is 
not taken in art in the country asa whole ; 
but it is hardly fair to a large number 
of excellent Irish artists to say that 


justify a lecture on that subject. The 
publication of the book, ‘‘ Twelve Irish 
Artists,” constitutes an important step 
in the building-up of a new Irigh tradi- 
tion in painting, and in itself would be 
sufficient justification for a lecture on 
“Art in Ireland.” In order to account 
for the lack of art in the country, Mr. 
Keating suggested that the encouragement 
of art is a hobby of the rich, and that in 
Ireland we have no rich people, or if we 
have, their attitude towards the ‘‘ good 
things’’ of life is different from that 
which distinguishes the rich of other 
countries. If such were the case, then 
surely painting would flourish only in the 
capitalist countries, where one would 
expect to find rich persons, and would 
disappear almost completely in the 
Socialist and Communist States where 
private capital is extremely scarce. 
Certainly in the past, rich sponsors were 
needed to help the painter to live while 
he devoted his energies solely to the pro- 
duction of pictures; but at the present 
time, painting has become more of a trade, 
The artist has greater facilities for the 
sale of his paintings, and the middle and 
lower classes have learned to appreciate 


paintings as well as “the upper 
classes. Most Irish people are 
not rich, and they have not yet 


arrived at the stage when, without being 


rich, they could begin to fill their housés 
with beautiful things. Mr. Keating 


mentioned this condition of. affairs, . sug- 
gesting that either our taste is atrophied 
from disuse or else that we neverthad any. 
There is some truth in these words; the 
taste of the average Dublin woman in 
matters of house: decoration really is 
deplorable. It is not merely a question 
of bad taste in colour, but houses and 
windows often are dirty, and hedges rarely 


are kept neat. There may be a ee, |

people seem to realise that cleanliness is 
just as important a part of artistic house 
decoration as bright paint-work, and the 
majority of Irish people do not seem to 
be particularly interested in the appear- 
ance of things. We have possibilities for 
artistic development in the country; a 
number of excellent national artists are 
working here. and Mr. Keating believes 
in the latent artistic capacity of the race 
as a whole. We also have the need for 
artistic development; most of our people 
are too poor to visit other beautiful 
countries, and are forced to make the best 
of Ireland, winter and summer. Our 
people must see to it that that best is 
worth living. They must attempt to 
escape the lethaiyy induced by the dismal 
climate.. We must—to use Mr. Keating's 
expression—buy Cathleen Ni Houlihan a 
new. dress, take her to the theatre, and 
give her’a dinner and a box of chocolates.

U.S. Aid Question 


The discussions regarding financial 
assistance from the United States to 
Britain are likely to have an early. result 
in order that the plans of both countrics 
for the future may~be built upon a sub- 
stantial foundation. At the moment there 
is no question of the inability of Britain 
io pay, actually the capacity to find the 
cash being greater than the capacity of 
America to produce, and cash has been 
paid for all the aeroplanes and munitions 
so far delivered ; but in 1941 the productive 
capacity of the United States will show 
such a great expansion that the question 
of payment wil! have to be considered. 
The exact form which American assistance 
will take is now the subject of conversa- 
tions in progress. These conversations will 
be enabled to take place simultaneously 
in Washington and J.ondon, since Sir 
Frederick Phillips, of the British Treasury, 
is in Washington, where he is conferring 
with Mr. Morgenthau, Secretary of the 
United States Treasury, and it may be 
found that the arrival in this country of 
Colonel W. Donovan is not unconnected 
with the matter. He is a military expert, 
and he will be able to keep President 
,Roosevelt advised as to the military aspect 
of the European situation.

IRISHMAN’S DIARY 
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Sir Walter Monckton 


The British Ministry of Information— 
‘“Minnie’”’ to journalists across the 
Channel—is in the news again. 

I am afraid I have lost count of the 
number of chiefs who have been at this 
Ministry since the outbreak of war, but 
certainly it appears to be a very trouble- 
some business. The general view is, how- 
ever, that the British Government 
handled its establishment in the same 
manner as the Civil Service, and com- 
pletely forgot the peculiar needs of news- 
papers and journalists. 

Sir Walter Monckton, K.C., who has 
succeeded Mr. Frank Pick as Director- 
General of the Ministry, should be 
popular with journalists. 

He has been at the Ministry since 
October, 1940, when—after the first row 
—he was called in as Controller of 
Censorship. His experience in handling 
one of the biggest news stories of our time 
—the abdication of King Edward VIII.— 
apparently proved useful to him, and, 
although he has been changed around a 
good deal in the frequent games of 
“ General Post ” in the Ministry, he has 
remained at the Bloomsbury headquarters. 

Incidentallv. the salary bill of: the 
Ministry of Information is estimated at 
something like £500.000 per annum. 


» | Lhe Kerrs 


There has been a fair amount of specu- 
lation concerning the late Lord Lothian’s 
successor as ritish Ambassador at 
Washington, but almost equally interest- 
ing, perhaps, is the succession to the title. 
Curiously, neither the Ambassador who 
was the eleventh Marquess, nor his pre- 
decessor, the tenth holder of the title, 
kad married. 

When Philip Kerr, grandson of the 
seventh Marquess of Lothian, succeeded 
in 1931, the Rev. Ralph Kerr, Superior 
of Brompton Oratory, became his heir. 
He died, however, in 1934, when the boy, 
Peter, son of Andrew Kerr, took his place 
as heir-presumptive. 

Andrew Kerr, a captain in the Royal 
Navy, went to the same Catholic school 
in England as did a number of his con- 
temporary Irish boys. His father was 
Lord William Kerr, a younger brother of 
Lord Ralph (father of Philip). Andrew 
married Miss Mabel Raleigh Kerr, but 
died in 1929. His son, Peter, was born 
in. 1922. and, with a younger brother, 
has lived at Melbourne Hall, Derby, with 
their mother. 

Until the death of the Ambassador the 
other day few people who remembered 
and went to school with him knew that 
the first heir, the Rev. Ralph, was dead.

SIGNIFICANCE OF TOBRUK 


If 'Tobruk were occupied it would be tanta- 
mount to a complete neutralisation of the 
Italian armies in Libya.

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

Next to the very urgent problem of in- 
creased defence production, the chief topic 
of discussion in Washington is the next 
British Ambassador to the United States, for 
it is realised that the appointment will be 
very important for America as well as 
Britain. 

Many names are being discussed here, and 
it is generally considered that because of 
the vast amount of work to be done the man 
appointed should not be over middle age, 
so that he is able to stand the strain of one 
of the biggest jobs. 

Among professional diplomats two names 
are mentioned, that of Sir Archibald Clark 
Kerr, the British Ambassador to China, and 
Sir Miles Lampson, the British Ambassador 
to Egypt, but there is a wide feeling that 
Anglo-American relations are such that some 
nationally prominent figure rather than a pro- 
fessional diplomat would be more suitable. 

Other names mentioned are Mr. Anthony 
Eden, who would be very popular; Mr. 
Harold Nicolson, Parliamentary Secretary to 
the Ministry of Information, and Mr. A. D. 
Lindsay, Vice-Chancellor of Oxford Univer- 
sity.—(P.A. Foreign Special.)

INVASION 
—LORD BEAVERBROOK 


ORD BEAVERBROOK, British Minister 
E. for Aircraít Production, broadcasting 
last night, said that Hitler planned 
the invasion of Britain before the spring—an 
invasion by land and sea, but principally by 
air. | 
They were gy on every front, and 
could supply all the ‘planes for all pilots 
in the battle line, but they wanted more 
bombers above all. 
“So,” he added, ‘‘ roll out the bombers.’’ 
August, September, October and Novem- 
ber output of aircraft and engines was double 
the output of last year.

We have seized con- 
trol of the air by day with our fighter 
squadrons of Hurricanes, Spitfires, Defiants 
and Whirl-winds. 

‘‘Now the enemy is fashioning another le 

to his stool, a leg that takes the place o 
supremacy-in the air — the attack on our 
slipping at sea. Once again, the Navy must 
prevail. But it is necessary for the industry 
to give the Navy assistance in the air. We 
must give the Coastal Command the aircraft 
required to protect: the north-western 
approaches. We must recognise, too, that 
the enemy is making preparations for the 
fnvasion of Britain even before the sprifig- 
time comes. Invasion by land and sea, but 
principally by the air. . 
“There were signs of vast German prepara- 
tions directed at one objective—invasion of 
Britain—but we would overcome this danger 
by industry enterprise, endurance and forti- 
tude.”’ 

Praising aircraft factory workers, he 
mentioned that all the British fighters and 
bombers lost during the four months of the 
battle of Britain had been paid for in full by 
public contributions. 

“What is it we want now? Above every- 


thing—more bombers. That is where we want to | 


see new records. Now we must think more 
and more of new types and better engines. 
That is my constant pre-occupation,”’

SURPRISE FOR BRITISH 
TRADERS 


_ The London Meat Traders’ Association met 
hurriedly yesterday after Lord Woolton, 
Minister of Food, had announced contro] of 
the retail price of turkeys because his warn- 
ing to keep to reasonable prices had been 
ignored in eleven out of eighteen areas in 
the country. 

The official view is that traders who bought 
turkeys at prices above those now fixed, and 
will lose money because they must sell at 
controlled prices, have only themselves to 
blame. 

A statement made by the meat traders 
says:—‘‘We take strong objection to the 
action of the Food Minister in fixing retail 
prices of turkeys after butchers have made 
their purchases,’ and adds that “it was 
the established custom for butchers to con- 
tract for turkeys at least a fortnight before 
Christmas.”’ | 

Wholesalers and retailers were caught by 
surprise, and many complained that they 
would lose heavily. 


PRICES OF BIRDS 
FROM EIRE 


GOVERNMENT'S ACTION 
From Our CoRRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Tuesday. 


I learn to-night that strong representations 
have been made by the Eire Government 
concerning Lord Woolton’s discrimination 
against Éire turkeys in declaring controlled 
prices at fourpence pee lb. and sixpence per 
Ib. less than the English and Northern Ireland 


and Scottish levels of 2s. 8d. and 2s. 6d., 


respectively, for birds under and over 18 lbs. 
in weight. It has always been recognised in 
the poultry trade that Eire turkeys have 
fetched just about the same price on the 
London market as the Northern Ireland and 
home-produced turkeys, with the exception of 
the Norfolks. 

Lord Woolton’s discrimination has come as 
a shock to the trade, and it is hoped that 
even at this late hour, after the representa- 
tions made to-day, the unjust discrimination 
will be removed. 

Many thousands of the Eire turkeys have 
already been sold by British wholesalers to 
their retailers at 2s. 3d. per lb., and it is 
not likely that the retailers will agree to 
stand the loss if the birds are sold at 
Lord Woolton’s price of 2s. and 2s. 4d. per 
lb. On Saturday last 2s. 8d. and 2s. 9d. 
were being paid freely for them in London. 
A great number of the Irish lots which have 
just left are sold, too, “on consignment, 
and the action of the Ministry of Food is 
thought to make things extremely difficult 
at this stage of the sales between producer 
and consumer. 


DUBLIN TRADER’S VIEW 


It was learned last night in- Dublin that 
virtually all the turkeys prepared for export 
by this country have been shipped. . 

Monday was the last day on which turkeys 
sent from Eire could be guaranteed delivery 
in England before Christmas. An _ excep- 
tionally big consignment left Dublin on 
Monday night, and there is some doubt in 
exporters’ minds as to whether these will be 
subject to the new prices. 

A big Dublin dealer told the Jrish Times 
last night that the home Christmas trade will 
be unaffected. "“ And that,” he said, “1s 
what most people will be interested in.” 

The only explanation he could offer for the 


lower prices fixed for Eire turkeys was that 


the British Government desired to confine 
purchasers as much as possible to British 
birds. The dealer added, however: ‘* There 
is no better turkey than the well-bred Irish 


‘one, although sometimes a lot of them are 


not specially fattened. The Department of 
Agriculture’s inspectors should ‘get after 
the people and make them fatten properly. 
But the birds at Castlepollard to-day— 
where prices were from 2s. to 2s. 2d.—were 
magnificent, and no better could be obtained 
in any part of the world. The turkeys for 
Mullingar to-morrow are also perfect 
specimens.’”

‘The object of the 
attacks was doubtless railway installations 
east of the Central Station, for bumbs were 
dropped on both sides of the permanent way.

-A woman, her mother, 
and her daughter were killed when their 
house collapsed. In all, twelve bombs were

AIDED BY THE MOON 


It stands on a kind of promontory made 
by the meeting of the Neckar and the Rhine, 
and its docks are the largest in the interior 
of Germany after those of Duisburg-Ruhrort 
and Berlin. Huge railway stations and goods 
yards lie beside the docks. The city 18 
also a centre of heavy industries, and of 
munition works. The smaller industrial 
town of Ludwigshafen faces Mannheim 
across the Rhine, and across the Neckar to 
the north is the Neckarstadt district of 
Mannheim. 

‘Our bombers,” the News Service states, 
‘made concentrated attacks on these out- 
lying districts, as well as on docks, factories 
and railway communications nearer the centre 
of the town. Over Mannheim there were 
scarcely any clouds, and the moon at the full 
made the town look from the air like a 
brightly-lit map on whicl» the R.A.F. pilots 
could clearly pick out the objectives. It 
was easy to #ecognise the centre of the city, 
laid out in the seventeenth century with 
geometrical precision in the form of a vast 
chess board. The only hindrance to vision 
came when, as one pilot described it, thick 
smoke filled parts of the sky and fires blurred 
the outlines of the buildings sought. 


CONTINUOUS RAIDS 


“ A heavy attack was made on the main 
railway station, good yard, and industrial 
buildings on the right bank of the Rhine. 
Successive waves of bombers came over these 
objectives from just before 8 p.m. until the 
early hours of the morning, and the attacks 
continued during this long period with 
scarcely a moment’s respite. Thousands of. 
incendiaries fell on this single area, as well 
as an exceptionally large number of heavy 
high explosive bombs. With monotonous 
regularity the E reports included the 
words, ‘all bombs burst in the target area.’ 
They also described exactly where in this 
area each stock of bombs fell, as, for instance, 
across the centre, on the north, on the north- 
west, or in the south-east side of the target. 

““ As might be expected, the fires and conse- 
quent explosions were of unusual intensity, 
Pilot after pilot saw a whole cluster of fires 
as he reached the objectives and a greater 
number when he left. But this was A one 
target out of many, and pilots who had a 
chance to survey the town as a whole spoke 
of ‘innumerable fires.’ ‘It was the biggest 
show I have ever seen,’ one of them said, “and 
I got tired of even trying to count the fires.’ 


HEAVY A.-A. FIRE 


““ At times larger fires dwarfed the rest, as 
when the roof of a great factory fell in Lud- 


-wigshafen, and the Neckarstadt district burnt 


almost as brightly as Mannheim itself. 

“The Germans did their best to protect this 
great centre of industry. One pilot said that 
anti-aircraft fire seemed to be coming up 

like a continuous golden fountain.’ But the 
very weight of the attack seems to have 
harassed and bewildered the ground defences, 
so that some aircraft had to run the gauntlet. 
of mtense aircraft fire, while others were left 
almost entirely alone.”

Monsignor Parker is 
sixty-three, and has been a member of the 
B.B.C.’s Religious Advisory Committee for 
ten years. :

Although there have from time to time 
been “'certain indications” that, the German 
Government might be prepared to renew 
suggestions of peace with Britain in exchange 
for a free hand in Europe, they have not 
been of a sufficiently authoritative character 
to justify any statement by the Government, 
Lord Snell, Deputy Leader of the House ot 
Lords, said yesterday. 

Lord Noel Buxton had asked if the Govern- 
ment would make a statement as to iny 
suggestion purporting to be aimed at terms 
of peace which had been made to them -ince 
the entry of Italy into the war? - If anv 


approach were made, he said, the fact should ~ 


not be concealed from the public. Serious 
overtures might be made in the not distant 
future, and the knowledge of them would he 
an engpm gement to the public. 

Lord Snell said that the more serious 
suggestions of peace with Britain in exchange 
for domination in Europe had been made by 
Germany before the outbreak of war, and, 
therefore, before Italv’s intervention. He wis 
glad of the opportunity of repeating that the 
Government could never accept any arranze- 
ment which would have the effect of per- 
petuating German domination in Europe, and 
they were resolutely determined to do all in 
their power to deliver the nations now under 
the heel of Germany from that voke and to 
restore to them their former independence 
and prosperity.

GIFTS OF MIDDLE EASTERN 
ART

It will form a most interesting addition to 
the small collection of Indian enamels already 
in the collection. Of equal interest is a gift 
made a short time ago by Captain Lester 
Gahan-Tighe, of Rathnew, County Wicklow.

dress suggests, but its special interest lies in 
the fact that it helongs to the Greco-Buddhist 
style, which owes its ongin ultimately to the 
Asiatic campaigns of Alexander the Great.

THE THEORY OF ORGAN 
PIPES 


- At a scientific meeting of the Royal: Dublin 
Society at Ballsbridge yesterday afternoon 
the Rev. H. V. Gill, S.J., spoke on ‘‘ The 
Theory of Organ Pipes.” He said that the 


modern theory of organ pipes held that the 
sound depended on ‘‘edge tones,” due to 
sinall eddies caused by the current of air 


impinging on the lip of the tube. That 
theorv, however, ignored the large vortex 
which was formed at the base of the tube, 
and which, aecording to an older theory, 
played the chief part in the production of the 
sound. 

The object of the communication was to 
describe some simple metheds of showing the 
presence of this vortex. This Father Gill did 
bv means of lantern slides. The edge-tone 
theory, he said, did not of itself seem to 
account for all the facts without taking ito 
account the action of the vortex in question. 

‘A Method of Feeding Plants Through 
Induced Roots on the Stem ” was the sub- 
ject of a paper read by Dr, R. J. Hayes. Dr. 
Haves described an experiment, in which a 
root was induced to grow on the stem of a 
tomato plant about two feet from the ground, 
‘he root was induced by fixing a cloth wick 


from a jar ae a hortomone solution 
to a stem of the plant. The esos roots 
grew under the cloth in a downward curve 


into the jar, and were then fed with a 
nutrient solution, which was renewed from 
time to. time. Various ways in which the 


feeding of plants through artificially induced 
roots of this kind might be used in. scientific 


‘xperiments on plants were suggested. In 
particular the method might be used for 
testing the effect of various chemicals as 
preventatives of diseases when introduced 


" into the sap of the plant.

There was a 
further charge of sabotage concerning the 
cutting of the telephone wires. 
O’Grady was acquitted of charges of con- 
spiring with persons unknown to commit an 
act ‘likely to impede the military operations 
of His Majesty’s Forces, and of endeavouring 
to force a safeguard. 


EXECUTED 
LONDON, Tuesday. 


The following official statement was issued 
this morning by the Home Office :— 

“ A third enemy agent, acting on behalf 
of Germany, was executed at Pentonville 
Prison to-day, following his conviction at 
the Central Criminal Court on November 22. 
His name is Charles Albert van den Kieboom, 
a Dutch subject, born at Takarumuka, Japan, 
on September 6, 1914. 

“This agent was tried at the same time as 
the other two, who were executed last week- 
end, with whom he was associated. He was 
simHarly equipped with a portable wireless 
transmitting set. 

“The date of execution was postponed in 
Kieboom’s case because he gave notice of 
appeal to the Court of Criminal Appeal, but 
he subsequently withdrew his application.”

In view of this grave state of affairs the 
Committee state that financial assistance for 
flax processing machinery in Northern Ire- 
land should be forthcoming immediately, in 
order to deal with the 1941 crop. The Com- 
mittee also call for the modification of the 
Limitation of Supplies Order, made by the 
Board of Trade last September, by which 
home consumption of linen piece goods was 
restricted to 25 per cent. One object of this 
order was to free labour for munition work, 
but the Committee point out that the only 
result in Northern Ireland had been largely 
increased unemployment, owing to the fact 
that there was no alternative scheme for pro- 
viding work of national importance. The 
Committee expressed the view that the British 
Government, should devote more attention to 
the possibility of extending tha export market,

The position arising out of the slaughter 
of old cows for canning purposes in County 
Dublin was discussed at, a meeting of the 
Dublin Board oí Health vesterdav, when the 
monthly report of the chieí veterinary ofhcer 
(Mr. John A. Flynn) came up for considera- 
tion. 

Mr. Flynn stated that a Dublin city trader 
commenced slaughtering old cows for can- 
ning purposes in a slaughter-house in South 
Dublin. This had imposed considerable work 
on the veterinary and sanitary staff, as rigid 


inspection was required to see that no 
diseased animals were sent to the city. ‘The 
incidence of tuberculosis in aged animals 


was very high, and so far one carcase and 
portions of others had been seized. The 
slaughtering had discontinued during the 
latter BA of the month, but, had now recom- 
menced. R 

Slaughtering of animals in the county by 
city meat traders had reached such propor- 
tions that it was impossible to ensure 
adequate inspection with the staff available. 

Inspection revealed an almost total dis- 
regard of the regulations relating to the 
clipping and grooming of’ cows. Under the 
National Free Milk Scheme, 840 pints a day 
had been distributed in October, 

In reply to Mr. W. Rollins, Mr. Flynn 
said that it was absolutely impossible to 
examine every animal, because slaughtering 
took ma gix days a week and a part-time 
official, receiving £100 a year, could not be 
— to stay at a slaughter-house all the 
ime, 

Mr. Fogarty — Can a person can a T.B. 
animal? Mr. Flynn suggested that certain 
animals might not be inspected, 


Mr. Fogarty—It is. an extraordinary state 
of affairs. 

Mr. Rollins—I think that it is a shocking 
state of affairs. and the report merely touches 
the fringe of the matter. We are paying two 
guineas a week to provide treatment for T.B. 
cases in the hospitals. 

Mr. J. J. Clare said that a copy of the 
report should be sent to the Department. 

Mr. Flynn—The Department already has 
refused to give extra assistance to help in 
dealing with the problem. 

In reply to the Chairman (Mr. J.T. 
Ennis), the Chief Veterinary Officer said that 
there was nothing to prevent slaughtering on 
Sundays in the county area. Slaughtering 
could take place during the twenty-four 
hours. 

He added that there was adequate pro- 
vision for inspecting meat in the city. 
was not allowed out of the city abattoirs 
until it had been inspected. 

Dr. Harbison, County Dublin M.O.H., said 
that the Department had made meat regula- 
tions, but the Department knew that there 
was not sufficient veterinary staff to carry 
them out. The regulations were carried out 
in the abattoirs. 

It was decided to refer the matter to Dr. 
Harbison and Mr. Fiynn, who are to consult 
the Department.

- The various social evils which afflict our 
country,” says the statement, ‘‘ cannot be 
cured piecemeal or in isolation; all are closely 
inter-related and rooted in one principal 
cause. Rural depopulation, the ee si ms 
decline in the marriage rate, the ever-growing 
concentration of population in the cities, the 
economic insecurity of families, the grinding 
poverty and malnutrition of hundreds of 
thousands of their people—all these and many 
other ‘social wrongs which spring from them 
are rooted in a Jack of remunerative work in 
the rural areas.” On the other hand, they 
had tens of thousands of men left unemployed, 
while at the same time their country’s 
natural resources remained largely un- 
developed.

LEINSTER BOXERS WIN |

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y see their province come out on top, the 
extra little bit of ginger is missing from these 
games nowadays. 

The honours so far must be awarded to 
Connaught. With their handful of players 
they have supplied the enthusiasm which has 
been, with one exception, somewhat lacking 
in the others. They richly deserved to beat 
Leinster at Kilkenny, but they were deprived 
of their first success over the Leinstermen bv 
a penalty kick in the closing minutes, and 
that despite the fact- that they lost T. 
Lenihan, a good centre three-quarter, at an 
early stage in the first half. 

Against Munster at Galway last Saturday 
they suffered the same stroke of ill-fortune, 
their full-back, C. Mahoney, sustaining a leg 
injury which forced him to leave the field 
after about twenty minutes’ play. Before 
Mahoney’s injury Connaught had been far 
more dangerous: their left wing, 8. Gill, 
had been taken down only inches short of the 
line when a more heavily-built man might 
have been able to force his way over. On 
another occasion a hasty kick from his own 
line by a Munster defender was charged 
down, and a Connaught forward only lost a 
try by the quickness of Murphy, the Munster 
full-back, in booting the ball dead with a 
split second to spare. 


LIVELY FORWARDS 


Connaught have not improved in an 
orthodox attacking sense; their three-quarters 
seldom have a passing movement across the 
line, but the forwards‘ me on go ener- 
getically by Donogh O'Malley, are more 
lively, and also more intelligent in their 
work than ever before, and the tackling and 
general defensive covering is vastly improved. 
In this respect P. J. Horan has been out- 
standing, and I would dearly like to see him 
play an entire interprovincial match asa for- 
ward; so far he has spent less than a 

uarter of each game in the pack owing to 
the injuries to Lenihan and Mahoney. 

The Leinster teams have been handicapped 
by an absence of scrummaging ability onthe 
art of the forwards, but otherwise, against 
ister and Munster, they were satisfactory 
enough. The pack did hard and euccessful 
work in the loose in both these games, and, 
even though there has been a lack of thrust 
in the centre, the backs have been reason- 
ably efficient, and something more than that 
on the wings. 

It has been a poor campaign for Munster 
so far. Their forward plas has fallen away 
surprisingly, and the excellence of de Lacy 
at scrum-half has been neutralised by the 
fact that there are no centres of any real 
class in the South. Torrens has lost the 
form which brought him on to the Irish XV. 
a couple of years ago, and nobody has ap- 
peared to take his place. 

It has been left to Ulster to emulate the 
inspiring keenness and determination of Con- 
naught. Following a clear defeat by Leinster, 
Ulster travelled down to Limerick with only 
about half of the original side selected, but 
they gave a most delightful display; the 
substitutes succeeded in proving their worth 
and a grand victory was recorded.
